bad established perfectly friendly re 
latinos 
w ith 
th e A byssinian robber 
th a t Colonel H ag g a rd obtained, as be 
say s for th e first time, an opportunity 
o f seeing a lion ju st as well as th e 
lion could sec him ; in fact, of being 
<dose enough to him to recognize bis 
fe a tu re s perfectly. 
F ollow ing is the 
colonel’s account of bis experience:

M any of th e m en w ere 
assem bled by th eir chief in council 
to g e th e r to consider bow they could 
b est in su re m y obtain ing a good cha nee 
o f a shot a t a lion. 
For, although there 
.were several of the huge cats cantina 
a lly prow ling abo ut in the nighttim e. 
b y d ay th ey cither retired to their dens 
o r rem ain ed concealed in tilt* thickest 
a n d alm ost im penetrable p a rts of the 
th o rn y jungle. 
H ere, even if seen, the 
ch an ce s of a successful shot weft* proh 
le m atic al 
in 
th e extrem e. 
Several 
schem es wore proposed an d all reject 
cd in tu rn by th e chieftain until a line 
y o u ng rob ber nam ed B urro spoke. 
l i e said th a t if tho “boy” (m eaning | 
m yself) w an ted a shot there w as only 
o ne w a y a fte r the recent rains, which 
b a d m a d e th e bush greener th an ever, 
in w hich he could he sure of seeing a 
lion, a n d th a t w as tho m ethod which 
his ow n fath er had adopted once with 
success. 
It w as risky w ork certainly, 
b u t he believed th a t if the bey would 
follow his advice he would see not one 
lion, bu t tw o lions. 
“ Nay. more, 
he 
ad ded, w ith a laugh; “ he will probably 
see five or six lions, although I lire*- or 
fo u r of th fu i will be so sm all th at they 
w ill h ard ly count.”

The bonity of tli<t>c little, scaly 
winged exeat urea does-, not end with 
what we s-c with the unaided ey(>, but 
tin* microscope shows 
us that what 
appears like dust on Hu* wings cf but* 
tcpllles and moths Is areally composed 
of minute scales of so delicate syiti- 
nu'try as to make one wonder anew at 
tin* perfection of nature's handiwork. 
Anni this is not all, for these little, 
fealhery scales st*eu tbroaigh the mi 
(■rotk 'ope are giilheient t o ‘identify tho 
s .let*it*s *u the insect from wbicli they 
-,*, en 
taken. 
Those sealen are what 
(five(color to the wings. ’IUtcy ilia* fas­ 
tened! to them by short sUems and ad 
here bo the lingers when g o seize one 
cf the!Insects by the wings. The nu- 
thor ’was once examining some w ater 
(rom, a stagnant pool when suddenly 
there came into sight one of these 
scale;!, which he immediately recog­ 
nized as coming fm m the wing of it 
hawk moth. 
lie caviled to a lad who 
bad been st zealous assistant and who 
had (wily a few days before clapped his 
hands iii excitement on viewing for 
the lirsL time tin* scales of this insect 
and of two other species which he had 
captured and brought in to show his 
prowess. The lad, not knowing w hat 
In* should see, looked through the in­ 
strument for a moment, then glanced 
up ut the author and exclaimed: “Oh! 
Did that pretty hawk moth bathe in 
that filthy w a te rV” 
As these scaly winged insects all 
pass through about the sam e changes 
in their development from the egg to 
the perfect insect, a description of the 
metamorphosis of one species will bo 
sufficient for the purpose of this short 
article. 
We will take for our illustra­ 
tion tin* hawk moth, sometimes called 
the humm.ng bird moth from its re­ 


s e m b l a n c e to that talrylike little crea­ 
ture when it is probing a flower for 
honey. 'It is also sometimes called tho 
live spotted sphinx. 
Souk* flu** day after the cold spring 
weather has passed the mother moth 
searches ont a potato or a tomato 
plant, for the leaves 
of one of these 
plants furnished her with 
food when 
she vvus only a baby worm, and she 
instinctively places her eggs on one of 
them that her children may find plenty 
of nourishing food ready 
for them 
when a few 
days later 
they shall 
emerge from th*: tiny eggs. 
Should 
the weather be warm and pleasant 
the leaf will be swarming w ith a hun­ 
dred or more little wriggling, worm­ 
like larva* within a week or ten days, 
all of .them eating, eating, eating, as 
though that were their only mission in • 
life, 
in fact, this seems to be their 
only mission for the following three or 
four w e e k s , as they eat about twice 
their own weight daily, aud in a few 
weeks they become great green potuto 
worms from three to four inches long. 
each weighing about HO,BOO times as 
myeh as when it left the egg. 
It does 
stop eating, however, every few days 
when it lins grown so large that its 
skin w ill not hold more. .Vt such times 
it rests for awhile, 
its skin turns to 
a grayish color, and it seems to be 
getting prematurely old. Then it bows 
its buck, swells out each ring in the 
middle part of its body and bursts the 
kin open along th** back. 
N o w , with 
st little struggle, it draws out its head 
aud a moment later its tail from the 
old skin and emerges In a bright new 
suit. 
The author once saw a caterpil­ 
lar go through the whole of this molt­ 
ing process in a little less than two 
minutes. 
Caterpillars shed their skins 
in this way four or five times before 
they have attained their full size. 
I hey ar** now three or four inches 
long, and* as tliev 
are full of rich 
juices they are often chosen by the 
ohiieumon Hi*"- as a tit place iii w hich 
to deposit their eggs so that w hen they 1 
hatch th** young grubs wail be stir 
''omitted by an abundance of food. 
When tin* caterpillar of th** hawk 
moth has shed its skit* for the last 
'im** and again gorged it s.* lf with food 
toward the close of summer, it crawls 


down from tho plant on which it has 
b*en feeding and buries its* lf i i tin* 
ground, where the skin thickens and 
hardens and changes to n brownish col­ 
or, and a long tub** grows and betels 
over so as to resemble the handle of a 
pitcher. 
In this pupa state the enter 
pillar remains until spring, when It 
bursts from Its wrappings and comes 
out of the ground a beautiful moth. 
ready to repeat tile strange life of its 
ancestors. The jug handle of the pupa 
contains the future moth’s tubular 
tongue, which It keeps roiled up like 
the hairspring of a watch except when 
It use* it to probe for boney in the deep 
corolla of some flower while still on 
the wing. Uke a hum m ing bird. 
This 
tongue, or proboscis, Is often five or 
six Inches long. 
Wonderful arc the changes wrought 
In the caterpillar while it lies burled 
from our sight in Motlier Earth. 
The 
mouth, with strong jaws, working hor­ 
izontally for the mastication of vege­ 
table food, m ust be (banged to a suc­ 
torial mouth, fitted to suck up the nec­ 
tar of the flowers, and the remainder 
of lh** digestive ap p aratu s m ust be 
(’hanged to digest th** new kind of 
food. 
Ten of the sixteen legs of the 
caterpillar m ust be absorbed, leaving 
only the six trite legs of the perfect in 
sect. To the system of air tubes open­ 
ing through little m ouths along each 
side of the body to supply the neces­ 
sary air for tin* caterpillar m ust be 
added four or five sticklike lungs in 
different parts of the body. 
Tic* 
wings m ust be formed and 
strong muscles developed to move them 
iii flight. 
Th** whole nervous system 
must bt* remodeled to stilt the needs 
of the m ature anim al which ic much 
higher iii the scale of lift* than is the 
caterpillar, au d two large compound 
eyes, with hundreds of facets and 
lenses, m ust be formed, for the cater­ 
pillar has only six simple eyes, or 
ocelli. 
All of the caterpillars are the larvae 
of either butterflies or moths, and all 
arc wormlike in form, so m uch so th at 
most of them are often mistaken for 
worms. 
Nearly all of them have two 
or more pairs of jaw s, which work 
horizontally instead of vertically, like 
those of higher animals, and some of 
them im vc a gizzard with teeth for 
still further grinding food. 
Nearly all 
are vegetable feeders, and some of 
them do much dam age to growing 
crops. 
The eon)mon cankerworm , for 
example, destroys m any of our cur­ 
rant blossoms and the foliage buds of 
m any of our cultivated trees. 
You 
often sec it hanging by ti silken thread 
of Its own spinning from the apple, 
plum, cherry or other fruit trees. 
It 
is one of the many m easuring worm s 
which children take delight in w atch­ 
ing. 
The cutworm is the caterpillar of a 
pretty little owlet moth and does much 
dam age to our gardens by cutting 
down th** tender cucumber, squash and 
tomato plants, and it sometimes de­ 
stroys whole lichis of beans, cabbages, 
potatoes and other vegetables. 
The 
artily worm, cotton worm and apple 
worm are also very destructive, and 
these arc all caterpillars. 
The clothes moth deposits its eggs in 
fur, wood, feathers, etc., anti tho little 
caterpillar appears iii from five to ten 
day s and begins to foeti, constructing 
a portable cylindrical case of th** wool 
or fur upon whit h it is feeding. 
It 
leaves this tube open and lines it with 
silk spun from its own body. As it in­ 
creases in si/.** it enlarges its portable 
house by splitting the tube and insert­ 
ing a gore first at one cml and then at 
tho other. 
Ii is very destructive to 
clothing, furs, cb*., for it thrusts its 
head out of one cud of the tube and 
eats a s ravenously tis its vegetarian 
relatives. 
While most of the insects of this 
order are destructive to it greater or 
less extent of th a t which is useful to 
men, one of them, th** silkworm, pro­ 
duces the material for a fabric which 
adds millions of dollars animally to 
the wealth of tho world. Tho Bombyx 
mori, tho species which furnishes the 
larger part of the silk of commerce, is 
a native of China and is now essential 
Iv a domestic animal. 
For centuries 
the 
Chinese 
government 
jealously 
gun riled 
this 
insect 
lost 
foreigners 
should 
purloin 
their 
secret, 
obtain 
some of the silkworms and be thereby 
enabled to produce their own silk. 
History tells us that in the early part 
of the sixth century A. D. a Catholic 
missionary succeeded in carrying away 
some of the eggs, or cocoons, in a b am ­ 
boo walking stick and that he took 
them to the Em peror Justinian. From 
these the silk 
culture of southern 
Europe crew to be of great commer­ 
cial importance within a few years. 
The silkworm iii its m ature state is a 
clumsy moth, w ith a boily much larger 
in proportion to tin* size of the wings 
than th** bodies of other moths. This 
disproportion is >-«* great in the female 
that sh** * I* 'es not fly. 
'rite male is 
tim**li more active. 
The caterpillars 
are ravenous eaters. 
These comingj 
from a single ounce of eggs cat. on an 
average, three-ti ft bs of a ton of m ul­ 
berry leaves ami produce about 1201 
pounds cf cocoons. 
Tho female dies 
very soon after laying her eggs.

t>’.toffies of tin- insect from which they 
ert 
tiilvt-n. 
Tltese HCII leu are wha* 
iilveppolor to the wings. They are fan 
tenedt to them by short stem s and ad­ 
here tin the ti tigers when w e seise one 
cf tho * Insects by the wings. The au ­ 
thor was once exam ining sonic w ater 
(rom it stagnant pool when suddenly 
there came into sight one of these 
scale;*, which be immediately recog­ 
nised as coming from tin* wing of a 
hawk moth. 
lie culled to a lad who 
had been a zealous assistant and who 
had Gilly a few days before clapped his 
hands in excitement on viewing for 
the Ii l i t time the scales of t his insect 
and of tw o other species which he bad 
captured and brought in to show his 
prowess. Tho lad, not knowing w h at 
he should see, looked through tho in­ 
strument for a moment, then glanced 
up ut tho author and exclaimed: “Oh! 
I t|<l that pretty hawk moth bathe in 
that filthy w a te r’;’’ 
As these scaly winged insects nil 
pass through shout the sam e changes 
in their development from the egg to 
tin* perfect insect, ti description of the 
metamorphosis of one species xviii bo 


nu th d en t for the purpose of this short 
article. 
We xviii take fur our illustra­ 
tion tht* hawk moth, sometimes called 
the humming bird moth from its re­ 
semblance to th at tulryllke little crea­ 
ture xvheil it is probing a flower for 
bousy. 
It is also sometimes called the 
five spotted sphinx. 
Some fine day after the cold spring 
weather has passed the motlier moth 
searches out a potato or a tomuto 
plant, for the leaves of one of these 
plants furnished her xvi th food when 
kIu* xv as only a baby worm, and she 
instinctively places lier eggs on one of 
them that her children may And plenty 
of nourishing food ready for them 
when a few days later they shull 
emerge from the tiny eggs. 
Should 
the weather be warm and pleasant 
the leaf will be swarm ing with a hun­ 
dred or more little wriggling, worm ­ 
like lam e within a week or ten days, 
all of them eating, eating, eating, as 
though that were their only mission in 
life. 
In fact, this seems to bt* their 
onlj mission for the following three or 
four weeks, as they eat about twice 
their own weight dally, aud in a few 
weeks they beeome great green potuto 
worms from three to four inches long, 
ouch weighing about ‘.HUM* times u* 
lap ch as when it left the egg. 
It does 
-top e a titig, however, every few days 
when it has grown so large that its 
skiu will not hold more. At such tunes 
ii rests tor awhile. 
Us skin turns to 
a grayish color*, and it seems to be 
getting prematurely old. Then it bow s 
its hack. swells out each ring in the 
middle i »art of it is body and bursts tho 
kin open along the back. 
Now, xvi th 
ti little struggle, it draw s out Its head 
aud a moment later lls tall from the 
old skin and emerges tn a bright new 
suit. 
'I he author once saw a caterpil 
lur go through the whole of this molt­ 
ing process in ii little less than two 
minutes. 
Caterpillars shed their skins 
iii this way four or live times before 
they 
have attained their full si?.*. 
I hey are now three or four inches 
long, and* its they 
are full of rich 
Juices they are often chosen by the 
iehuemnon tiles tis a tit place in which 
to deposit their e g g s s .. that when they 
hatch the young grubs wall be Mir 
-untitled by an abundance of food, 
VV I JOU the caterpillar of the hawk 
moth lias shed its skin for the la-t 
time aud again gorged its. lf with food 
toward the close of summer, it crawls 


down from law plant on which it has 
b< en feeding an d buries its* lf i i t !■.<> 
ground, wln-pe the skin thickens and 
hardens and changes to a brownish col­ 
or, and a long tube grows and bonds 
over so as to resemble the handle of ii 
- pitcher. 
In this pupa state the cater­ 
pillar remains until spring, when I* 
bursts from its wrappings and comes 
out of the ground a beautiful moth, 
ready to repeat tho strange life of its 
nneestors. T he jug handle of the pupa 
contains the 
future m oth's tubular 
tongue, which it keeps coiled up like 
the hairspring of a w atch except whee 
It uses it to probe for honey in the deep 
corolla of some flower while still on 
the wing. like a hum m ing bird. 
This 
tongue, or proboscis, la often five or 
six Inches long. 
Wonderful are the changes wrought 
Iii the caterpillar while it lies buried 
from our sight in Mother B arth. 
The 
mouth, w ith strong Jaws, w orking hor­ 
izontally for tile m astication of vege­ 
table food, must be changed to a suc­ 
torial mouth, tilted to suck up the nec­ 
tar of the flowers, and the rem ainder 
of the digestive a p p aratu s m ust he 
changed to digest the new kind of 
food. 
Ten of the sixteen legs of the 
caterpillar m ust Ie* absorbed, leaving 
only the six true legs of Hie perfect in 
ie*ct. 
To the system of air tubes open­ 
ing through I it t lo m ouths along each 
side of the body to supply the neces­ 
sary air for the caterpillar m ust be 
added four or five sacklike lungs in 
different parts of Hie body. 
The 
wings 
m ust 
Im* 
formed and 
strong muscles developed to move them 
in flight. 
The whole nervous system 
must be remodeled to suit th e needs 
of the m ature anim al which ie much 
higher in the scale of life than is the 
caterpillar, and tw o large compound 
eyes, w ith hundreds of facets and 
lciiN'-s, m ust he formed, for the cater­ 
pillar has only six simple eyes, or 
ocelli. 
All of the caterpillars are the larvae 
! of either butterflies or moths, and all 
are wormlike in form, so m uch so that 
most of them are often m istaken for 
worms. 
Nearly fill of them have two 
or more pairs of jaw s, which work 
horizontally instead of vertically, like 
those of higher animals, and some of 
them have a gizzard w ith teeth for 
still further grinding fowl. 
Nearly all 
arc vegetable feeders, and some of 


I them do much dam age to growing 
crops. 
The common cankerw orm , for 
example, destroys m any of our cur­ 
rant blossoms and the foliage buds of 
many of our cultivated trees. 
You 
often see it bunging by a silken thread 
of its ow n spinning from Hie apple, 
plum, cherry or other fruit trees. 
It 
is one of the m any m easuring worms 
w hich children take delight In watch- 
i lug- 
The cutworm is tho caterpillar of a 
pretty little owlet moth and does much 
dam age to our gardens by cutting 
down the tender cucumber, squash and 
tomato plants, and it sometimes de­ 
stroys w hole fields of Ikmus, cabbages, 
potatoes a n d Other vegetables. 
The 
arm y worm, cotton worm and apple 
worm are also very destructive, and 
these are all caterpillars. 
The clothes moth deposits its eggs in 
fur, wood. feathers, etc., and the little 
caterpillar appears in from fire to ten 
days and begins to feed, constructing 
a portable cylindrical case of the wool 
or fur upon whit Ii it is feeding. 
It 
leases this tube open and lilies it with 
silk spun from its ow ti body. 
As it in­ 
creases; in si?..* it enlarges us portable 
house by splitting the tube and insert­ 
ing ti gore first at one end aud then at 
the other. 
It is very destructive to 
clothing, furs, etc., for it thrusts its 
head out of one end of the tube and 
eats a s ravenously as its vegetarian 
rein th es. 
VV Idle most of the insects of this 
order are destructive to a greater or 
less extent of that which is useful to 
men, one of them, the silk worm, pro­ 
duces the material for a fabric w hich 
adds millions of dollars annually to 
the wealth of the wet Id. The I tutu bys 
mort, th e specie* which fu n d shes the 
larger part of the silk of commerce, is 
a native of ('blini anti is now essential 
ly a domestic animal. 
For centuries 
the 
t ’ldnese 
government 
jealously 
guarded 
this 
I ai" v t 
lest 
foreigner* 
should 
purloin 
their 
secret, 
obtain 
some of the silkworms and he thereby 
enabled to produce their own 
silk. 
History I ells us that iii the early part 
of the sixth century A, 1>, a Catholic 
missionary succeeded in carrying away 
some of the eggs, or cocoons, in a bam 
boo walking stick and th a t he t o u t 
them to the Em peror Justinian. From 
these the silk 
culture of 
southern 
Europe grew to be of great eommer 
elal importance within a few years 
The silkworm in its m ature state is a 
clumsy moth, with a body much larger 
iii proportion to the size of the wings 
than the bodies of other moths. This 
disproportion is so gieat in th** female 
that she dot's not fly. 
Hie male is 
much more active. 
The caterpillars 
ar** ravenous enters.

Beasts 
In 
Abyssinia 


L ieutenant Colonel A ndrew H aggard 
o f th e E nglish arm y recently related 
a thrilling story of a lion hunt in 
w hich he took p art in Abyssinia. Colo­ 
nel H aggard a t the tim e w as governor 
of M nssaua and had been zealously 
pursuing a band of A byssinian robbers, 
led by a noted chief. 
A fter the capture of the chief they 
becam e finn friends, and a lion bunt 
w as organized. 
It w as not until he 
had established perfectly friendly re ­ 
lations w ith th e A byssinian robber 
th a t Colonel H aggard obtained, as he 
says for th e first tim e, an opportunity 
of seeing a lion just as well as the 
lion could see him; in fact, of being 
close enough to him to recognize his ’ 
featu res perfectly. 
Follow ing is the I 
colonel’s account of Ids experience; 
Bal A m ber B as Yahoos Kefln and 
all bls men w ere lion hunters. Indeed ;

th e headdress of each of the brigand 
follow ers w as com posed of a strip of 
lion’s m ane tied round the head an I 
looking like a halo. 
As these w reaths 
of lion m ane w aved about in the wind 
it can w ell be Im agined w hat licrcc- 
ness they lent to th e already liereu i 
faces beneath. M any of the m en w ere j 
assem bled by th eir chief in council ; 
together to consider how they could 
best insure m y obtaining a good'chance j 
o f a shot a t a lion. For, although thoro ; 
.were several of the huge cats cont inn I 
ally prow ling about in the nighttim e, j 
by day they either retired to their dens . 
o r rem ained concealed in tile thickest ! 
an d alm ost im penetrable parts of tilt* 
thorny jungle. 
H ere, even if seen, the 
chances of a successful shot weft* pro!* 
lem atical in th e extrem e. 
Several 
schem es w ere proposed and all reject­ 
ed In tu rn by the chieftain until a lim 
young robber nam ed Burro spoke. 
lie said th a t if the “bey” (meaning 
m yself) w anted a shot there w as only 
one w ay after the recent rains, which 
h ad m ade th e bush greener than ever, 
in w hich he could bi* sure of seeing a 
lion, and th a t w as th e method which 
his ow n father had adopted once with 
success. 
It w as risky work certainly, 
b u t he believed that if the hey would 
follow* his advice he would see not one 
lion, but tw o lions. 
“Nay, more, 
ho 
added, w ith a laugh; “he will probably 
see five or six lions, although line*' 01 
four of th fm will be so small th a t they 
w ill hardly count.” 
Upon being asked to explain himself 
he said: 
“T here Is a lion's den up am ong tao 
rocks a t tim head of the little ravine | 
Which conies down from the range of 
m ountains on the south side of the bi- 
ravine called the K hor el Maslyilit. 
I j 
have recently seen tracks of a very j 
large lion anti lioness coining up and 
dow n th is little khor. and I believe 
th ey have young cubs in the den, 
w hich is entered by a bole some eight 
or nine feet above the bed of th e khor. 
The lions spring up and down to get 
in and out. 
Now*, th e bey m ust g«> and 
climb up ju st about the first streak o' 
daw n aud get into the lions' den and 
w ait there w ith the cubs. 
They are 
not likely to be big enough to hurt 
him. 
lf the lioness is not inside when 
he goes to get in. and she probably will 
not tie, he can do th at in safety. Then 
Ive can shoot her as she com es in, 
which will be very shortly a fte r day­ 
light 
The old lion will not probably 
p back With her, but lie out some­ 
w here In th** country near th e lug 
illy if he has killed m eat 
it and 


tainly and one w hich required a mo­ 
m entary pause before being a eroded to.

; In good w orking order. 
W e would not 
leave anything to chance in th a t Blat­ 
ter. 
A nything more weird and ceria 
than th e last part of our journey in 
the dark up the khor to the lions’ den 
it would be im possible to im agine. And 
when arrived at th e den th e tension 
w hile w e w aited a few* seconds below 
it w ith rifles ready afte r m aking a 
sound or tw o to a ttra c t the lioness if 
she w ere w ithin w as perhaps the g reat­ 
est I have ever know n. 
But she w as not in, and we scram bled 
up the rock and down the other side 
int© th e most horrible sm elling place 
th a t I ever entered. 
Im agine the lion 
house a t the zoological gardens if it 
had never been cleaned out! To m ake 
m atters more weird and eerie w e could 
see the green eyes of several sm all lion 
cubs w hich w ere rushing about in the 
darkness and spitting and snarling like 
cats. 
Burro tried chopping a t them 
w ith hts swortl. h u t the eave or den 
w as full of bones, and be could not 
get a t thorn in th e dark in conse­ 
quence, so we determ ined to w ait un­ 
til daylight. 
Besides we did not dare 
to leave the hole w hich we had come 
lu at. 
W e had, although it w as a big 
hole, g reat difficulty in both standing 
on a ledge inside It so as to look out 
over th e big rock, but w e w ere able 
to do so a t length and to stand or, 
rather, lie together over the stone. 
W e had not been ten m inutes thus 
w hen daw n brot©, and five m inutes 
later B urro gripped my arm . 
Ile w as 
not a second too soon, for, although I 
had never seen her approach, there 
w ithin tw elve feet of us w as the lion­ 
ess. 
She w as standing w ith a little 
deer, called a dlk-dik, in her m outh 
aud looking up a t me, ready to spring 
up as usual, but too astonished to do 
so. 
My Rem ington rang out, and the 
bullet w ent in fair between her eyes. 
She died w ith hardly a groVl or a 
struggle. 
W hen an hour la ter we heard shots 
in th e distance, w e w ere determ ined 
not to lie so nearly caught napping a 
second tim e. 
B ut we need not have 
been afraid, for a fte r aw hile a terrible 
roaring w as heard, and a huge lion 
cam e sw inging along up th e sandy 
bed of th e ravine, turning back and
